Several witnesses said the El Al guards opened 
fire on the gunmen. One French policeman was also killed in

In a separate development, 
the Zaire Embassy in Brussels 
today denied published reports 
that President Mobutu's forces 
took part in the massacre of 
white foreigners in Kolwezi, 

An eye-witness in the embat- 
tled southern Zaire town had 
told reporters that an armour- 
ed car machinv-gunned 40 Eu- 
ropeans whose bodies were fo- 
und heaped in a villa in the 
most horrific single episode of 
the rebel invasion. 

Andre Lee. who ran a gara- 
ge for the state-owned Geca- 
mines Mining Company in Kol- 
wezi, said armoured cars were 
normally used by Zaire govern- 
ment forces. But the Zaire Em- 
bassy said that rebels had sei- 
zed equipment from the Kol- 
wezi garrison and put it to 
use during the fighting.

Rome editor charged for 
publishing terrorist text 

ROME, May 22 (AP). — The office of Italy's attorney general 
today filed charges against the chief editor of Rome's large 
circulation daily II Messaggero for printing a purported terro- 
rist communique whose publication had been banned. 

On Saturday an anonymous telephone call told II Messag- 
gero a leaflet allegedly from the Red Brigades could be found 
in a street trash can, a system the kidnappers and killers of 
former Premier Aldo Moro used to make known its communi- 
ques. After the two-page photocopy of a typed text was found, 
police issued an order forbidding news media from "publishing 
in any way the contents of the leaflet." 

But yesterday II Messaggero published the text of the 
leaflet, even after State Attorney Guido Guasco said the com- 
munique was considered relevant to investigations into the 
Red Brigades. He said that as a result ihe leaflet fell under 
the law decreeing that judicial evidence must remain secret 
pending conclusion of the inquiry. 

The attorney's office said that because be published the 
leaflet, n Messaggero's chief editor Luigi Fossati was charged 
with "arbitrary publication of documents regarding criminal 
proceedings and disobeying regulations from authorities.” 


Brzezinski, Hua 
hold Peking talks 

PEKING, May 22 (R). — President Carter's National Security 
Affairs Adviser, Zbigniew Brzezinski, met Chinese leader Hua 
KuO-feng today after talks with other top officials in what infor- 
med diplomatic sources described as a positive atmosphere. 

Mr. Brzezinski met the Communist Party chairman and pre- 
mier in the Great Hall of the People, where he has had his other 
talks since arriving on Saturday. 

The sources said the atmosphere in the discussions with Se- 
nior Vice Premier Teng Hsiao-plng and Foreign Minister Huang 
Hua was much more positive than during the visit of Secretary 
of State Cyrus Vance ten months ago. 

Mr. Brzezinski is the most senior U.S. government officials 
to come to Peking since then. 

Mr. Brzezinski also visited China's famed Great Wall outside 
Peking today and had no further talks scheduled with top Chinese 
officials, a spokesman for the U_S. Liaison Office in Peking said. 

The spokesman said that Mr. Brzezinski would host a return 
banquet tonight which will be attended by Foreign Minister 
Huang and Minister of Culture Huang Chen. 

Asked whether there was a possibility of another meeting 
with Vice Premier Teng, the spokesman said : ‘There's nothing 
scheduled at this point" Mr. Brzezinski leaves Peking tomorrow 
morning for Tokyo. 


Ways and means of promot- 
ing fraternal relations and 
joint cooperation between the 
two countries were also dis- 
cussed. 

The meeting yesterday was 
attended on the Jordanian side 
by Chief of the Royal Hashe- 
mite Court Sharif Abdul Hamid 
Sharaf, Court Minister Amer 
Kh 3m mash and the Jordanian 
ambassador m Jeddah. On the 
San..! side were the Second De- 
puty Prime Minister Prince Ab- 
dullah Ibn Abdul ’Aziz, the 
Saudi ambassador m Amman 
and the under-secretary of the 
Saudi Foreign Ministry. 

Later, yesterday evening, 
King Hussein and the accompa- 
nying delegation left Jeddah 
for Mecca where they perform- 
ed the Umrah rites at the Holy 
Haram. 

Palestinian 
till Sadat 

DAMASCUS, May 22 (Rj. — 
Palestinian leaders have anno- 
unced their firm rejection of 
any move to hold an Arab su- 
mmit as long as Egypt persis- 
ted in Its peace initiative with 
Israel, and instead called for 
an Arab "hardliners’ confere- 
nce" soon. 

This was contained in a st- 
atement issued here yesterday 
following a two-day meeting 
of the 55-member Palestine 
Central Council (PCC). 

The PCC serves as a liais- 
on between the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation Executive 
Committee and the Palestine 
National Council (PNC) - - par- 
liament -in -exile. 

Mr. Khaled Al Fahoum, who 
heads the PNC and under wh- 
ose chairmanship the meeting 
was held, read out the state- 
ment at a press conference. 

The statement said the 
PPC “affirms the need for co- 
nsolidating the national front 
for steadfastness and resista- 
nce ... and holding a summit 
conference as soon as possi- 
ble to draw up a plan of ac- 
tion for the coming phase." 

The front, made up of Syria, 
Algeria, the Libyan Jamahiriy- 
ah, South Yemen and the PLO, 
was set up in Tripoli last De- 
cember. It held another summ- 
it in Algiers in February to 
follow up resolutions adopted 
in Tripoli expressing oppositi- 
on fo Egyptian President An- 
war Sadat's Middle East peace 
policy. 

The PCC recommended qui- 
ck implementation of resolut- 
ions adopted at the Algiers 
summit end approaching Iraq 
with the aim of persuading it 
to join the front and “should- 
er its responsibilities". 

Iraq had withdrawn from 
the Tripoli summit, consider- 
ing the position taken by the 
participants to be short of the 
tough stand needed to face 
Egypt's overtures to Israel. 

Tile statement said Arab 
solidarity should be based on 
“serving the Arab Nation’s 
aims of liberation, repatria- 
tion and recovering the nati- 
onal rights of the Palestinian 
people.” 

It should also be based on 
"resisting the Zionist occupa- 
tion and imperialist forces ba- 
cking it.

Israel will counter 
“threat” of U.S. arms 
deal, withdraw from 


Lebanon by June 13 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, May 22 (R). — The Israeli cabinet “deplored” the 
sale of American warplanes to Saudi Arabia and Egypt and agreed to “take 
steps to counter this emerging threat.” It also announced it will pull its 
forces out of southern Lebanon by June 13. 


Cabinet spokesman Arye 
Naor said the ministers agreed 
during a four-and-a-half bour 
meeting yesterday that the sa- 
le of 60 F-5E fighters to Egypt 
“undermined the Middle East 
arms balance." 

It was the first cabinet me- 
eting since the United States 
Senate approved the aircraft 
deal last week. 

Mr. Naor told reporters ; 
“Ministers also expressed con- 
cern at the possibility that U.S. 
military supplies to Egypt and 
Saudi Arabia will lead to a fu-

rther hardening of the Arab 
position which remains infle- 
xible and uncompromising." 

Mr. Naor went on: Minis- 
ters expressed the view that 
the above development consti- 
tutes a threat to the security 
of Israel. The government will 
take steps to counter this em- 
erging threat." 

Mr. Naor did not say what 
Lhese might be. There has been 
speculation that Israel might

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Calling all 
humanists 

The latest domestic controversy in Israel concerns 
government plans to forcibly evict a number of 
bedouin families from land that the government has 
"expropriated” for what the Israelis like to call 
"development purposes". 

The controversy over the bedouins being thrown , 
out of thousands of dunums of the>r land seems to 
revolve around a neat legal point that smacks of 
crude cultural imperialism. The Israelis say the 
bedouins do not own the land they claim to own 
because they have no legal documents to prove that 
ownership. Therefore, the Israelis say, the land goes 
to the government. 

We wonder - * as we often do in cases such as 
this - - what would happen if a similar situation arose 
with a tribe of American Indians in, say, lovely sun- 
drenched Arizona ? What would happen, we wonder, 
if a group of white American farmers decided to 
throw an Indian tribe off its land because the Indians 
did not have legal documents filed with the Arizona 
State authorities certifying that the Indians' ancestors 
had lived on the land for hundreds of years, and 
showing that the land included religious sites sacred 
to all the Indians of Arizona ? 

We hope there is enough honesty left in our 
mangled world to realise that Indians never filed 
legal documents laying claim to their ancestral lands, 
and we think the world should snap out of its-sick- 
ening stupor and tel! the Israelis. that the same t hing 
applies to the bedouins of the Negev. The Israeli 
contention that the bedouins do not have legal titles 
of ownership to the land is preposterous, because 
the nature of bedouin culture precludes such legal 
practices, as does the culture of the American Indian. 

The Israelis want to get the Arabs out of Israel, 
as they want them out of the occupied territories, 
and their use of shoddy legal arguments is an 
afFront to the established principles of international 
law and universal human rights. We challenge all 
those Western humanists with a soft spot in their 
hearts for oppressed minorities to look at what Israel 
is doing to its bedouin citizens. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


America seems 10 expect a ''surprise*’ Israeli strike against 
the Arabs within the next three months which might reverse the 
whole situation in the Middle East. AL RAT newspaper said in 
an editorial Monday. 

The newspaper says that authoritative American sources 
are now talking about a plan by President Jimmy Carter to 
make a quick move towards resuming the Middle East peace 
negotiations, particularly on reaching an acceptable formula on 
the future of the West Bank and Gaza Strip. 

Washington, the newspaper adds, still seems to be waiting 
for a reply from the Israeli government on a number of questi- 
ons about the future of the occupied areas. Although on the 
face of it Israel has not yet formulated a reply it is possible 
that it may already have made a reply that satisfies Washing- 
ton because it satisfies other Arab parties, especially "the party 
most directly concerned." 

However, American expectations do not rule out "some Is- 
raeli surprises” that would turn the situation upside down as 
happened in March when Israel occupied south Lebanon. 

King Hussein's current deliberations with the Saudi Viceroy 
and Crown Prince Fahd, :»>ined at melting the ice among some 
Arab countries, are bounu in give special importance to the 
possibility of Israel carrying out certain ‘‘surprises” on the 
Arab scene.” A1 Ra'i adds. 

The newspaper hopes that the joint Jordanian-Saudi move 
will contribute to progress towards building up an Arab secu- 
rity belt in the face of the expected Israeli "surprise”. 

AL DUSTOUR criticises the Egyptian plebiscite ordered by 
President Anwar Sadat to decide the future activities of cer- 
tain Egyptian political parties and groups. The newspaper des- 
cribes the plebescite as an ‘‘undemocratic procedure”. It says 
that the deterrent to misuse of the freedom introduced by Pre- 
sident Sadat in Egypt should have come from within, not out- 
side. the democratic framework; namelv bv way of the judici- 
ary.

Israel probes 


new pretexts to 


expropriate 


further Arab lands in occupied West Bank 


TEL AVIV. May 22 (R). — Is- 
raeli occupation authorities 
are looking into the prospects 
of expropriating more Arab 
land to build six big Jewish 
settlements on the West Ba- 
nk of the River Jordan, offici- 
al sources said today. 

Recent moves to take over 
new tracts of land have run 
into bitter opposition from 
Arab villagers. The Israeli Su- 
preme Court has agreed to he- 
ar a plea from the villagers 
that Israeli troops should be 
stopped from fencing off land 
belonging to absentee Arab 
owners. 

Plans to settle between 
120,000 and 160,000 Jews in 
six urban centres on the West 
Bank were disclosed last we- 
ek by the Defence Ministry - - 
the department responsible 
for administering Arab territ- 
ory captured in the 1967 war. 

The idea was put forward 
by the ministry’s Security Pl- 
anning Committee and will 
be submitted for government 

approval. 

Backing the scheme is De- 
fence Minister Ezer Weizman 
who had previously been wid- 


ely regarded as unenthusiastic 
about the settlement drive co- 
nducted by ultra-nationalistic 
movements such as the fana- 
tical Gush Emunim. 

This view of Mr. Weizman's 
attitude to the settlers was 
based on an incident last Ma- 
rch when he telephoned home 
from Washington and insisted 
that development work sho- 
uld be stopped at the Nabi 
Saleh settlement near Ramal- 
lah. 

Sources close to Mr. Weiz- 
man said his action then was 
prompted by concern over the 
effect of the Nabi Saleh acti- 
vity would have on his Was- 
hington negotiations rather 
than any fundamental opposi- 
tion to "the settler movement. 

Since then development wo- 
rk at Nabi Saleh and other se- 
ttlements has gone vigorously 
ahead. 

The Defence Ministry plan 
was to build the urban cent- 
res on existing agricultural se- 
ttlements. These are : Nabi 
Saleh, Tel Haris and Shomron 
in the northwestern part of 
the West Bank and at Givon.

AMMAN, May 17 — Mr. 
Tom Craig, a director of Ch- 
ristie's, the world famous Lo- 
ndon auction house, was in 
Amman recently as part of 
a project geared towards hel- 
ping potential Middle East 
buyers into the world of art 
and auction rooms. 

Mr. Craig’s visit is a reflec- 
tion of the increasing interest 
shown by Arabs to buy back 
the carpets, calligraphy and 
other items of Islamic art wh- 
ich found their way into Wes- 
tern collections over the ce- 
nturies and are now to be 
seen auctioned off at houses 
like Christie’s both in Europe 
and America. 

■The Middle East”, said Mr. 
Craig in an interview with the 
Jordan Times, "is our fastest 
growing market because it is 
our newest market.’’ 

This is the first time Chris- 
tie’s has gone out deliberately 
to develop a growing market 
and one of the reasons, Mr. 
Craig said, was to try to 
keep works of art, particularly 
the Islamic works which the 
Arabs are going for now, out 
of the museums. 

“Everything we sell that 
goes into a museum is lost 
forever” Mr. Craig stated em- 
phatically. “Yes, and we want 
to keep art fluid,” added 
his wife, Penelope, who is ac- 
companying him on his cur- 
rent trip and, having a long 
standing interest in the fine 
arts herself, acts, as she said 


with a smile, “as Ids unpaid 
helper”. 

Mr. Craig has been visiting 
Arab countries regularly for 
almost four years now and fe- 
els the time is almost ripe to 
start forming more concrete 
links. 

“I have been visiting coun- 
tries I see to be the more im- 
portant places, like Jordan, 
and once having found people 
there I will set up a represe- 
ntative in each place... But, 
and this is a very big but, .1 
only want a representative if 
I’m sure I’ve found the right 
person.” 

Mr. Craig believes it is 
very important to try to en- 
courage Arabs themselves to 
be involved in the work at 
Christie’s, not necessarily wor- 
king in the auction rooms or 
even in London, but somehow 
to work in a consultative cap- 
acity. He would like at least 
one “distinguished” Arab for 
this kind of cooperation, 

T would hope such a man 
would be able to advise us in 
our work with the Middle East 
and in some ways that he wo- 
uld contribute ideas about how 
to do it himself.” 

“Finding such a man is an 
obvious next step and one I 
will pursue.” 

Christie’s is already an in- 
ternational concern with ag- 
ents in France, Holland, the 
USA, Mexico and even Austra- 
lia. 

Mr. Craig is quite sure that 
the Middle East has an impor- 
tant role to play in this orga- 
nisation. 



During his visit to Jordan 
Mr. Craig has already invited 
a number of people to visit 
Christie’s in London. “Un- 
less they happen to come du- 
ring an* auction they will not 
be able to buy anything,” he 
explained; they can look at 
the lots (items for sale) hut 
until the actual auction will 
not he able to bargain or 
buy. ‘This”, he said, *‘is so- 
mething quite new to Arabs” 
who are used to walking into 
any store and buying there 
and then. 

Despite the fact that the 
auction methods at Christie’s 
are rather strange to Middle 
Easterners, there is evidence 
of their increasing interest in 
this land of buying. 

It is attractive for a num- 
ber of reasons, not least of 
which is the absolute anoni- 
mity guaranteed to the buyer, 
"although”, Mr. Craig pointed 
out, *1 don’t want to give the 
impression that the Arabs are 
any more secretive than our 
other customers. There is no 
evidence to suggest that at 
all.” 

Ninety per cent of buying 
done in the auction rooms at 
Christie’s is done by dealers 
on behalf of buyers. For this 
reason it is also difficult to 
estimate just how much of an 
impact on the market Middle 
Easterners have had over the 
past few years. 

An idea of this impact can 
be formed by looking at the 
turnover figures at Christie's 
since the 1972-73 season --a 
season being October to July. 


Overall total turnover for 
1972/73 was £33.837,981. By 
1976/77 this had increased a 
dramatic 100 per cent to reach 
£66,414.000. 

Jewellery, Mr. Craig said, 
has probably been the fastest 
growing field with a turnover 
which more than doubled over 
the past four years. Figures 
for the jewellery turnover in 
the 1972/73 season came to 
£5.050,000 climbing to an unpr- 
ecedented high or £10,778,000 
by 1976/77. 

Arabs have entered the 
market through jewellery for 
a number of reasons according 
to Mr. Craig. One being that 
jewellery, unlike art, can be 
graded and catalogued so one 
can be sure of the quality of 
the gem. Another reason Is 
of course that Middle Eastern- 
ers are more familiar with 
jewellery having used it in 
trade for centuries. 

Figures for Iranian goods 
have also shown a tremendous 
increase since 1972, when the 
total turnover in Iranian goods 
docked up £100,000. By 1976 
that figure bad reached over 
£2 million. 

Mr. Craig is quite concerned 
about the popular image of 
Christie’s as a place where ev- 
erything costs thousands if 
not millions of pounds. In fact 
60 per cent of lots go for less 
than £100. “It is only the re- 
ally huge sells that get into 
the papers,” he said. 

He maintains that “rich, in- 
telligent” men always spend 
their money finally on works 
of art “Over 200 years of ex- 
perience has taught us this 
and the Arabs are not going 
to be an exception to the ru- 
le,” he stated confidently. 

Mr. Craig Is concerned that 
successful Jordanians are giv- 
en the chance to share in tins 
experience. It’s not even too 
early, according to Mr. Craig, 
to start thinking about a re- 
gional base for his company 
and Jordan might well be a 
possible choice for such an 
operation. 

His plan is roughly to iden- 
tify the five or sue key coun- 
tries and concentrate on de- 
veloping links with them. Pos-

sibilities are Saudi Arabia, 
Kuwait, Oman, Jordan and 
maybe Egypt. "But”, Mr. 
Craig cautioned, *1 haven't fi- 
nished looking yet, after Jor- 
dan Fm going on to Syria, so 
the ‘key’ countries have not 
yet been decided.” 

If Jordanians to decide to 
join the people who have dis- 
covered the “joy of collecting* 1 
in the auction rooms at Chris- 
tie's they will certainly have 


plenty of choice. With 15 spe- 
cialist departments they can 
bid for anything from Chinese 
porcelain to arms and armam- 
ent to Quranic manuscripts. 

So far Arab buyers have go- 
ne in for jewellery, Islamic 
calligraphy and carpets. What 
does Mr. Craig see as the 
next trend? 

“Arms and armaments, sil- 
ver and possibly in the future, 
contemporary pictures".

He also proposed that Gulf 
countries should cooperate to 
set up a joint nuclear plant 

Mr. Hauff told reporters af-

1,200 megawatt of power, 
which would meet power

consumption requirements in 
the Gulf countries. 

West Germany could supp- 
ly such plants, he added. 


East “It is Israel which has 
the desire for war and as evi- 
dence; It is still pursuing an 
aggressive; expansionist po- 
licy." 

Sheikh Zayed said there 
would be no durable peace in 
the Middle East without the 
establishment of an indepen- 
dent Palestinian, state which 
would guarantee the legitim- 
ate rights of the Palestinian 
people. 

The UAE president thought 
Egyptian President Anwar Sa>- 
dat’s peace initiative would 
achieve no positive results. 

President Sadat launched 
his initiative out of his belief 
it was in the interest of 
the Arabs, "but the enemy 
(Israel) confronted this initia- 
tive with hostility and feroci- 
ty," Sheikh Zayed said. 

So far no results have' ap- 
peared and most probably no- 
thing would be achieved, he 
added.

Even looking at all four 
hands it is not easy to see' 
how South went down at his 
contract of four spades. The 
setting trick came from the 
trump suit, and declarer was 
helpless to prevent it! 

As the cards lie, three no 
trump would have been un- 
beatable. However, North 
cannot be blamed for choos- 
ing four spades as the final 
contract. His probing auc- 
tion had revealed that his 
side had no heart stopper, so 
three no tramp seemed an 
unnecessary risk. 

West led the king of 
hearts, and East signalled 
encouragement by dropping 


the nine. An unthinking de- 
fender would have continued 
with the ace of hearts and 
another, to complete the de- 
fensive book. However, that 
would have been all the de- 
fenders could collect, and 
the contract would have 
waltzed home. 

Before leading to the 
second trick. West paused 
to take stock. Since declarer 
almost certainly did not 
have four hearts. East’s 
enthusiasm surely was based 
on possession of the queen. 
That did not leave him with 
much else to hold in the way 
of high cards. 

West decided that his only 
real chance to beat the con- 
tract was to find East with 
the jack of tramps and the 
hearts distributed 3-3. If 
that situation existed, the 
defenders could promote a 
trump trick. 

The key move was to 
underlead the ace of hearts 
at trick two. East won the 
queen and returned the suit 
to West's ace. Now West 
played the thirteenth heart. 

Declarer could not afford 
to ruff high in dummy, so he 
discarded a club and ran the 
heart to his hand. East rose 
to the occasion by ruffing 
with the jack, forcing de- 
clarer to overruff with the 
king. But now there was no 
way that West’s ten of 
trumps could be shut out. 
When declarer led a low 
trump. West carefully in- 
serted the eight to force the 
queen, and the ten became 
the setting trick. 
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French take direct 
part in fight against 
rebels in north Chad 

PARIS, May 21 (R) French troops are taking a direct part in fighting 

against Libyan-backed rebels in the north of Chad, Chad President Felix 
Malloum said here yesterday. 


Gen. Malloum, who arrived 
in Parts this weekend for the 
21-nation Franco-African sum- 
mit conference opening today, 
told journalists : “French mili- 
tary aid in Chad consists of 
backing up the Chad army 
and helping it to reform after 
the losses we suffered in the 
Bet (north Chad)." 

Asked if French forces we- 
re taking a direct part in bat- 
tles, President Malloum rep- 
lied. "To provide a back-up. 
you have to be in the fight- 
ing." 

Two French military’ advis- 
ers at the training base of 

Mongo, in the centre of the 
country, died in fighting at 


Ati, 420 kms. north-east of 
the Chad capital of Ndjamena 
last week. 

France has some 1.700 for- 
eign legionnaires, paratroops 
and advisers in Us former co- 
lonv. It also has ten Jaguar 
strike aircraft stationed the- 
re. 

Chad rebels of the F'olinat 
(National Liberation Front} 
have made steady progress 
since the beginning of this 
year, with their forces head- 
ing south towards the capital. 

“The situation is still wor- 
rying,' Gen. Malloum said, 
adding that France was the 
only country which had res- 
ponded to a call he made for 


Italian police free kidnap victim 

MILAN, Italy, May 22 (AP). — The national police raided | 
a Milan apartment at dawn Sunday and freed Erika Ratti, 25. 
daughter of an Italian textile industrialist kidnapped 48 days 
ago, and arrested five men, authorities said. 

Officials said two men acting as guards of the kidnapped 
woman surrendered as Carabinieri raided the apartment at 
Via Ovada. a Milan suburb. The woman was unharmed. 

Officials said that in the operation which led to the dis- 
covery of the hideout police arrested three other men, includ- 
ing Antonio ScopeLlitti. Officials described Scopelliti as one 
of the bosses of the Calabrian Mafia, involved in a number of 
kidnappings for ransom m northern Italy. 

Miss Ratti was abducted by a pair of masked men on April 
4. 

A total of 17 persons have been kidnapped for ransom in 
Italy this year. A record 72 persons were kidnapped for ran- 
som last year in what has become one of the country's biggest 
industries.

speak. 

At the same rally Sunday 

a Republican senator won 
loud cheers from the heck- 
lers and others as be blasted 
tbe State Department’s Mid- 
east policy. 

The hecklers, carrying si- 
gns reading, “Carter lies and 
Ufschutz swears to it,” bo- 
oed and shouted, “Carter 
must go.” 

The attack on the admin- 
istration that pleased the cr- 
owd was delivered by Sen. 
Robert Packwood, who said 
the department’s bias again- 
st Israel has been “long-st- 
anding and blatant-” 

In his speech Packwood 
predicted that the Carter ad- 
ministration’s sale of war- 
planes to Arab nations wo- 
uld seriously hurt his chan- 
ces for re-election in 1980. 


Narita is operational 
despite left opposition 


NARITA. Japan, May 21 (R). 
— Tokyo’s new airport beca- 
me operational yesterday des- 
pite last-ditch efforts by left- 
wing radicals who have joined 
fanners in a 12-year struggle 
to stop it being built. 

The first six freight and 
passenger flights landed safe- 
ly as clouds of black smoke 
drifted across the runway fr- 
om burning car-ryres set al- 
ight by leftwingers to halt the 
opening. 

Shortly before the first pl- 
ane in, a Japan Airlines car- 
go flight, police pulled down 
scores of balloons and kites 
tethered outside the perimeter 
to disrupt landings on tbe ai- 
rport’s only runway. 

Airport officials said radi- 
cals also tried to jam comm- 
unications between aircraft 
and the control tower, though 
the Japanese captain of the 
first passenger aircraft to ar- 
rive told reporters the weak 
signals did not bother him as 
there were no other aircraft 
in the vicinity. 


Polisario to try 8 Spanish fishermen 


ALGIERS. May 22 (R). — 
The Algerian -backed Polisar- 
io guerrilla front said yester- 
day (hat eight Spanish fisher- 
men it has been holding for a 
month would be put on trial 
for looting the Western Saha- 
ra's sea riches. 

The front also announced 
that it had mined some of the 
waters of the former Spanish 
territory because it was tired 
of issuing warnings that were 
not obeyed. 

The announcements were 
made by Mohammad La mine, 


Prime Minister of the self- 
styled Sahraui Arab Democra- 
tic Republic, at a Polisario 
camp southwest of Tindouf 
where the front celebrated the 
fifth anniversary of its struggle. 

Mr. Lamine said the front 
was not fighting fishermen but 
the fishing agreements bet- 
ween Spain and Morocco, wh- 
ich is believed to include the 
coastal waters of the disputed 
territory. 

He said the fishermen, how- 
ever, were carrying out "acts 
of theft and looting of the 


Western Sahara sea riches.” 

Answering a question.- Mr. 
Lamine appeared to exclude 
mediation by Spanish leftwing 
parties, who secured the re- 
lease of three Spanish and 
Canary Island fishermen seiz- 
ed in similar circumstances 
last November. 

Mr. Lamine also attacked 
French military intervention 
in the Western Sahara on the 
side of Morocco and Mauri- 
tania, and warned that the 
conflict could eventually re- 
ach greater proportions. 


About 2,500 demonstrators

Early yesterday, demonstra- 
tors cut down a steel electri- 
city pylon, blacking out ab- 
out 19,000 homes for five ho- 
urs, Supplies to the airport, 
which lies about 60 kms. east 
of Tokyo, were not affected. 

The first outgoing flight 
from Narita, which is replac- 
ing the present airport at Ha- 
neda in the southwestern ou- 
tskirts of Tokyo for interna- 
tional services, leaves today. 
A total of 100 flights to and 
from the new airport are pla- 
nned for today. 

Hie airport's opening had 
been delayed more than ten 
times since 1972, due mainly 
to actions by radicals. The op- 
ening planned for last March 
30 was delayed after leftwing- 
ers smashed control tower eq- 
uipment.
